2 To theend that the viQtualls which 
theSouldiers ſhall have,inthe places where 
they are or ſhall be billited, may be rea- 
{onably rated and paid for, that there ſhall 
be realonable rates ſet upon Horſe-meat 
and Mans-meat » and that what ſhall not 
be paid for in ready monies, the Soul- 
diers ſhall give tickets for, by which the 
owners may receive their monies, by the 
hands of the Commanders, Captains or 
officers of thele Souldiers, who have had 
thoſe vidtualls or horſe-meact ; and for the 
rates thereof , it is agreed, that 3i 64 by 
the week, ſhall be allowed for common 
Souldiers, and for every Enſigne, and 
Lievtenant, or abovethat degree, as they 
can reaſonably agree with the houſle- 


keeper; and ſo for Quarter-maſters and all 
other Officers under the degree of a Cap- 


tain, 44 for Hay by the day and night is al- 
lowed, and for Provender 20* the buſhell, 
and litter tobe allowed in that price, to be 
taken moderately. 

3 Thatthere may beno abuſcin this, 
or otherwiſe by the Souldiers, and. if there

be, that the offendors may be ſubject to 
puniſhment according to the Kings grati- 
ous dire&tion, both by His Proclamation 
and Order. Ir is further dire&ted and or- 
dered, thatevery Quarter-maſter, when he 
billets any Souldiers in any houſe, ſhall de- 
liver under his hand in writing to the 
Maſter or ovvner of the houfe, thetrue 
names of thale he there quarters, and un- 
der what Regimentthey {erve, and under 
what Captain, and that every Captain may 
have the like note of the Perſons, and of 
the Armes they beare, that he may know 
where to require them. 

4 Thatifany,with whom any Soul- 
diers are offered to be billited, or for the 
billeting of any horſes, ſhall make it ap- 
peare, that in truththey haveno ſuch pro- 
viſions, that due care be taken-thereof, that 
impoſibilities be not required at their 
hands, but ſome other ſatisfaction may be 
given in ſuch caſes; and in all ſuch caſes, 
thoſe, who. have beſt ſtore of proviiions 
neer theplace,muſtgive aſsiſtance rochole 
who haveleſle, afcer the ſame rates afore 
mentioned, | 5

Becauſe it is informed that diverſe 
Souldiers, who havetheir Horſes billered 
at mens houles, doe turne thoſe Horſes in- 
ro mens Barnes, or other houles or places, 
where their Corne, Hay, or Straw is, and 
deſtroy or waſt more by that meanes in 
one , then would with good ulage ſerve 
many nights, the ſame number ot Hotles; 
and that the proportion exceed not a peck 
of Oats for a day and night for one horſe, 

Ic is ordered that no Corne, Hay , or 
Straw be taken,but by the delivery of the 
owners or their Servants, to avoyd ſpoyle, 
and to know what is taken, and that they 
have noe greater proportion of provender 
allowed. 

6 And whereas diverſe of this Coun- 
ty doe complaine, that their Horſes and 
Teemes have been taken forthe Kings ſer- 
vice, and detained, one, two, or three 
weekes together, and ſometimes for a lon- 
ger time; that care ſhall be caken, that from 
henceforth, the Carts,and Teems ſo taken, 
ſhall be returned home againe as ſoon as 
may be, thatthe Husbandry of the Coun-

ty be not negleed, and to the end that the 
County may not be oppreſſed. For the 
rime to come, it is ordered that whenſoe- 
ver theWaggoner-generall;or other Officers 
for that ſervice, ſhall have occaſion to uſe 
any horſes or teemes, that before they ſend 
out their warrants, they acquaint the Kings 
Commaiſtioners with the occaſion, and 
the time of the imployment delired , ſo to 
rake care, thatitbe ſuch as ſhall be fir, as 
they will anſwer it. 

7 Thar if any Officer , Souldier, or 
Trooper, ſhall take away any horſe from 
the owner without his conſent; either by 
way of exchange,or other pretence, with- 
out good warrant for the Kings ſervice, 
and that withour fraud; or ſhall break any 
of the orders before eſtabliſhed as afore- 
{aid he ſhall be proceeded againſt accord. 
ingto Law ina Capitall or Criminall way 
as the caſes ſhall deſerve.
